Reports from the banks in May and 
June indicated th at they were build- 
in up their reserves and expected to 
maintain them at a good figure over 
the sum m er ami the statem ents of 
June Bo show that they have been 
able to do this. 
The figures indicate 
that tile increase in reserve is well 
distribute over the state, Die city 
as well as the country banks being 
well supplied with cash. 
The cond! 
tion is a most, encouraging one as it 
shows that the banks of the state 
will have the money this fail which 
will be required in m ercantile ami 
m anufacturing lines and also for the 
crop movement.

is the one protection against favor-

The tax commission is so greatly 
concerned that this pu blicity featu re 
of the new law be carried into effect 
fu lly in every taxing district that it 
iias mailed a requ est to each cou nty 
au ditor for a copy of the pamphlet 
issu ed in each taxing district. 
It is 
possible some officials charged with 
pu blishing the list have failed to do 
so. 
As the list is to be mailed to 
every taxpayer at his home address, 
these taxpayers will know 
whether 
they have received their list. 
If they 
have not. they 
shou ld insist u pon 
receiving one. that they may compare 
the valu e placed on other property 
in their vicinity. 
It is a right each 
property ow ner has u nder the law 
and the commission is anxiou s that 
right be safegu arded.
